— Califor- 
nia’s “progressive” State government 
has captured another world’s record. 
Its actual disbursements for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1915, were $36,- 
529,593.04. This is an increase of 
$7,884,570.48 over the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1914, and $18,529,037.65 
over the fiscal year of 1910-11, the last 
in California under Republican rule. 
Based on an estimated population 
of 3,000,000, which is 300,000 more 
than the United States Census Bureau 
allows us, the rate per capita is a lit- 
tle more than $12. This is a higher 
per capita rate than that of any other 
State in the Union and is about four 
times the average rate for State gov- 
ernment in the United States. The

vances except by Gen. Von Linsingen, 
and he is moving forward very slow- 
ly.

Several French attacks elsewhere 
also were repulsed and a number of 
prisoners were taken. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“Western. theater: By a counter at- 
tack the English last night endeavored 
te retake the land north of Loos 
which we wrested from them during 
the fighting in the last few days but 
the attempt failed with sanguinary 
losses. 


“French attacks southwest of An- 
eres, east of Souches and also north 
of Neuville were repulsed. 

“The number of prisoners taken 
by our troops in the sector covered 
by the English-French attack now 
has been increased to 106 officers and 
5642 men. We captured also 26 ma- 
chine guns. 

“In the Champagne the French at- 
tacked during the afternoon east of 
Auberive over a wide front. The at 
tack failed. Only at one point did 
the enemy penetrate our position. Our 
treopa went forward in a counter at- 
tack and took one officer and 70 men 
prisoners. The remainder of the sol- 


, Gers who penetrated the position were 


killed. 

“French attacks north of Le Mes- 
afi, northwest of Ville-Sur-Tourbe 
were repulsed. In repulsing the at- 
tacks of the la few days northeast 
of Le Mesni!l the twenty-ninth reserve 
regiment espectally distinguished 
self.

saw. They are completing an enor- 
mous rallroad depot, which is to cost 
135,000,000 marks, and will be the 
second largest in the world.

They showed us all these things, 
and I think I wae quite as much in- 
terested in the men who were doing 
the showing as the Institutions they 
were exhibiting.

What 
I saw during those days in Leipzig 
and in the days following in other 
cities, however, did convince me of 
this fact: That the German army is 
the, life-saver of German commefcial 
life. I noticed that whenever we got 
into the hands of army men they 
grabbed out the point and waived the 
rest. The further we got from the 
army, the more were our guides in- 
clined to drone through long imma 
terial details. Ceftainly the army 
quickens Germany's profound and 
thorough thought into concrete ac- 


tion. 
CHARACTERISTICS. 


One feature of our instruction that 
interested me very much was the 
shower of pamphiets. We found 
they 
handed them out at the stations. We 
got more every time we entered a 
public building. 

After accumulating about a bushe! 
of these pamphiets, a great light 
dawned for me. I understand now 
why Germafy has falled to win the 
sympathy of America away from Eng- 
land. Iz is no use for anyone to say 
that Germany does not want the sym- 
pathy of America, for it does. And 
tries to win it with pamphlets. 

One of our national characteristics 
is a love for butting into other peo- 
ple’s rows. When Dr. Cook and 
Peary both came back from the North 
Pole, no one in the United States had 
the slightest idea which one was 
right; but Dr. Cook was just as easy 
to jump on as anyone, go we leaped 
on Dr. Cook. After the Titanic sank, 
they needed a goat so we jumped on- 
to the neck of hapless Bruce Ismay. 
When thie war broke out, my beloved 
countrymen, greatly enjoying excite- 
ment, wished to break in somewhere. 
They hadn't an idea of the merits of 
either side, but England offered them 
stories of babies’ hands cut off: 
burned-down villages and ships sink- 
ing with frightened women and inno- 
cent little children. It was dramatic, 
senaational and easy to understand. 
Germany presented her side in pro- 
found argumentative pamphiets, not 
realizing that. in America, all pam- 
phiets have a direct ticket from the 
postman to the waste basket without 
any stopovers allowed. So our peo- 
ple gaily threw away the pamphiets 
and had the time of their lives ex- 
ploding with virtuous rage over the 
burned villages.

HELD AS A SPY. 


EXPLORER GETS IN TROUBLE 
WITH RANGOON BRITONS. 


— — 


On His Way with Moving Picture 
Outfit to Climb Mt. Everest, He is 


[SY A. F. DAY WIRE) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 2.—Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook, explorer, was 
arrested as a German spy by authori- 
ties at Rangoon, Burma, India, and 
his motion-picture outfit confiscated, 
according to Curtis W. Allen, an 
American, who told today of his own 
imprisonment as a spy seven times 
during eleven months in India. Alien 
said he went there läst year to buy 
timber for the India, Burma and 
Malay Peninsula Timber Company of 
New Westminster, B. C. He said he 
was born at Anacortes, Wash., where 
his parents live. Allen returned here 
Wednesday on the steamer China 
from Hongkong after being released 
from a concentration camp, his sev- 
enth period of imprisonment. 
Dr. Cook, he said, 
about August 1, kept in 
prison with him and kept 
guard for some time after 
lease. A deputy commissioner at 
Rangoon, Allen said, sought to con- 
nect him with Dr. Cook. When Allen 
acknowledged he knew of the ex- 
plorer, the authorities confiscated Dr. 
Cook’s outfit. Later they developed 
the films taken by the explorer in the 
search for evidence against him. , 
Cook ultimately left Rangoon for the 
interior. It was reported he was 
awaiting a change of mind by the 
British authorities, who refused him 
permission to attempt the ascent 
of Mt. Everest, in the Himalayas, the 
highest mountain in the world. Dr. 
Cook left San Francisco last June, 
accompanied by E. 8. Brook, a mo- 
tion-picture operator, and Dr. F. P. 
Thompson, a naturalist. 2 

ALLEN’S EXPERIENCE. 
Allen said he was first arrested at 
Rangoon upon his arrival there. 
He carried a passport signed by 
former Secretary of State Bryan and 
credentials from his Canadian em- 
regarded as 
forged, he said. 
“They would give me no explana- 
tion of why I was arrested,” Allen 
said, “other than that I ‘looked like 
a German,’ and ‘your very clothes are 
of German cut.’ 
They tried everything short of 
Physical violence to prove their first 
mistake. They denied me a trial, 
manufactured incriminating evidence 
and permitted me to see the Ameri- 
can Consul only once, after I had 
been in prison two months.” 

Allen said he fell fll with typhoid 
fever, but that a guard was placed 
over him, even in the hospital. He 
went from Rangoon to Calcutta and 
back, several times, he said, and each 
time he was arrested and held. When 
finally he presented his case to 
American Consul Morehead at Ran- 
goon he said, the authorities had so 
prejudiced the Consul that he had 
dimeuity in convincing Mr. Morehead 
of his innocence. 

READY TO HANG HIM. 

Once preparations were m 
hang him. When finally he — 
ported to Hongkong, he said, he was 
taken from the vessel at Singapore 
and Penang and imprisoned while his 
vessel remained in port. At Hone- 
kong he said, he was held in a con-

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XPLAINS RIOTS 


IN PORTUGAL. 


INSPIRED BY THE PEOPLE WHO 
SEEK CONSERVATISM. 


IA. r. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 
LISBON, Sept. 1. — The risings in 
Northern Portugal, which have been 
suppressed for the time being at 
least, were brought about by adher- 
ents of the republic, who desire a 
more conservative form of govern- 
ment than the present extreme radi- 
cal one in power, and not by mon- 
archista, as appears to be supposed 
outside Portugal. 

Great reserve is observed in official 
quarters, but the Indications are that 
the government does not yet con- 
sider the danger as past. Troops are 
kept in constant readiness day and 
night for service. Searchlights from 
warships in the harbor play nightly 
upon the waters surrounding vessels, 
with the object, presumably, of pre- 
venting attacks from insurgents who 
might attempt to board them from 
boats or barges. Among distinguished

Republicans arrested are Miguel de 
Obren, a deputy and son of a rev- 


ered Republican leader, Dr. Eduardo 
de Obren. Two Republican provincial 
civil Governors have also been ar- 
rested and forty other persons more 
obscure. 

Many of the prisoners were stoned 
and attacked in the streets by Car- 
bonarios, members of the secret 
political society which upholds the 
present government. 

Senhor Tonto Mayor, a great 
landed proprietor of Oporto and a 
known Royalist, was arrested and 
taken to a police station for examina- 
tion. His body was brought out 
half an hour later. The authorities 
say he committed suicide, but there is 
considerable incredulity and Mayor's 
death has caused a great sensation in 
that part of the country. 

When the revolt broke out, two 
Spanish destroyers entered the Tagus, 
ostensibly for coaling, but the public 
took their entrance as a reminder 
that Spain is now watching con- 
stantly.

LABOR TROUBLES 
OF FORMER DAYS. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE 

(Ariz.) Oct. 2.—There 
has been labor trouble before at Mor- 
enci, in the Clifton district. In 1903, 
at the behest of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners, the Arizona Legisla- 
ture ned the period of underground 
employment at eight hours a day. 
This was severe upon such districts as 
that embracing Clifton, Morenci, Met- 
calf and Coronado, where mine work 
was done almost exclusively by Mex!- 
cans, employed either on a ten-hour 
basis or on contract work. These 
Mexicans had had nothing to do with 
the law, which was passed in the hope 
of putting union men into their jobs. 
But the law had very close applica- 
tion when the Arizona, Detroit and 
Shannon companies announced that 
thereafter nine hours wage, or $1.89, 


for eight-hours’ work would prevail, 
instead of the former $2 for ten hours. 

There were union emissaries in the 
district and so early in June there 
was a strike, enforced by marching 
bands of miners that cleared out each 
mine as they came to it. More than 
3000 men were thrown out of employ- 
ment. About half were organized in

semi-military bodies under a Ru- 
manian, W. H. Laustenneau, better 


known as “Three-fingered Jack,” a 
wonderful liar who told his followers 
he had telegrams from President 
Roosevelt and Diaz assuring him of 
support.

Mu. Given an additional ten-year 
sentence for this outbreak, he died in 
prison in 1906.

PACIFIC NOTE 
FROM GERMANY. 


Danger of Immediate Break 
Over Arabic Averted. 


Berlin Now Believes Sinking 
Due to a Mistake. 


Bernstorſf Much Pleased at 
Talk with Lansing. 


(SY A P. NIGHT WIRE) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—Danger of an 
immediate break between the United 
States and Germany over the torpedo- 
int of the Arabic, with a loss ot two 
American lives, has been averted by 
the assurances contained in a note re- 
ceived here today by Secretary 
Lansing. from Count von Bernstorff. 
the German Ambaasador. Neither the 
Secretary of State nor the German 
ambassador would make any state- 
ment. 

There was nothing to indicate that 
the new German note met entirely the 
viewpoint of the United States, but 
the general inference was that the 
Berlin Foreign (Office had taken the 
view that the German submarine 
commander must have erred in as- 
suming that the Arabic was intent on 
a hostile act when going to the res- 
cue of the British steamer Dunsley. 

It was pointed out as significant in 
German quarters that when the Ger- 
man government sent its first note on 
the Arabic, offering to arbitrate the 
questions of fact in the case, the evi- 
dence collected by the American gov- 
ernment was not before it. Since that 
time the data carefully obtained by 
the United States and held by the 
Washington government to be abso- 
lutely conclusive that the Arabic was 
not attempting to ram the German 
submarine Ras been placed before the 
Berlin Foreicn Office. 

The prevalent view tontceht was 
that Germany had admitted the error 
of her submarine commander, but 
wished to arbitrate the extent to 
which Germany was liable under the 
circumstances for a mistake. 

Count von Bernstorff, at his hotel, 
appeared very much pleased with the 
contents of the new note, which 
probably will be published if a day 
or two. He announced that he en- 
bected to return to Washineton with 
nis embassy staff at the end of the 
present month. 

Although it had been reported that | 
Secretary Lansing would discuss with 
the German Ambaseador the cage of 
Capt. Von Papen, the German min- 
tary attache, it was learned authori- 
tatively that the subject Was not men- 
tioned. Secretary Lansing has not vet 
had an opportunity to examine the 
documents carried by James F. J. 
Archibald, in which were letters from 
Capt. Von Papen. 


PACKERS DEMAND ACTION.

Representation to Great [ritain for 
Seized Meat Carroes.

The absence of 
s0 many men at the front and the 
plenitude of public buildings in proc- 
ess of construction has made work 
easy to get. Furthermore, the city 
has organized big bureaus for the as- 
sistance of the poor, helping some 
with their house rent and giving free 
food and money to others. All through 
Germany we found that savings bank 
accounts have increased rapidly dur- 
ing the period of the war. 

leipzig is one of the great book 
publishing centers in the world, so 
one afternoon we were taken to the 
Reclam publishing house. Nearly all 
the Reclam books are paper bound 
classics selling for about 5 cents. I 
was astonished to see how poor a 
plant they had. All the presses were 
slow, flat-bed affairs and the type was 
all set by hand. 1 asked Herr Re- 
clam why he didn't ipstall modern 
machinery. He replied that authors 
made so many corrections in the 
proof that it was better to have the 
type set by hand where it could 
easily be taken apart. 


WEIRD EXPERIENCE, 


Our first day at Leipzig closed with 
a weird experience. They had taken 
us to the famous memorial monument 
erected on the battlefield of Leipzig, 
where Napoleon got his first real 
licking. A choir in one of the gal- 
leries had sung beautifully and we 
were headed for home in a pleasure- 
able daze when another committee 
pounced upon us and, to our frozen 
horror, dragged us into the Leipzig 
crematory where they had a mock 
funeral] arranged in our honor! 
Now I am going to quote from my 
diary: 

One night at a banquet in Leipzig. 
I sat next Frederik Gontard, one of 
the richest men in Saxony. He is a 
manufacturer of soap and dry goods. 
He told me that he made a little over 
eight times as much money during 
this year of battles as during any 
other year of his business life. He

We talked quite frankly of what is 
in store for Germany after the war. 
He said: 

“Will I hurt you if I tell you the 
real feciing of Germany toward the 
United States No’? Then it is this: 


We have simply thrown up our hands“ 


as one does when a spoiled child mis- 
behaves. I perhaps understand you 
better than most Germans, for 

have lived in the United States. But 
to most of us you present a spectacle 
of pettish contrariness. We read a 
lot of notes from Mr. Wilson or Mr. 
Bryan, we are not sure which; then 
Mr. Bryan and Mr. Wilson seem to 
Start writing notes to one another. 
A military threat from a country 
that obviously does not care to under- 
take the task of fighting Mexico does 
not seem to us serious. We feel that 
the policy of the United States gov- 
ernment is that of a petulant child. 

“Commercially, the United States 
is regarded differently. It would be 
a serious thing for Germany to lose 
America as a customer. We do not 
feel, however, that this is a possibil- 
ity. After all, the relation between 
business firms is largely personal 
and practical. We look forward to 
a great rush of trade after the war. 
Particularly in dyestuffs. This ought 
to tide Germany over a dangerous 
financial period. 

“At present money is a glut on the 
market. There is so much money 
that the banks have a hard time lend- 
ing any. The best you can get for a 
first-mortgage loan on real estate is 
4% per cent. For second mortgages 
the rate is about 5 per cent. As the 
war bonds draw 5 per cent., the first 
issues brought a premium. The ex- 
planation of the eagerness with which 
the German loans are taken up is 
not only patriotism, but the difficul- 
ty of loaning money. Many of our 
big business firms have millions on 
hand that they don't know what to 
do with.“ 

As this condition is obviously due 
to the fact that German money is 
kept at home, | asked Herr Gulden 
what will result when the German 
money goes abroad with a rush aft- 
er the war. 

“We trust that this rush of mon- 
ey to the United States and other 
countries will be more than equntiod 
by a rush of American money to Ger- 
many to buv the goods that have 
been stopped by the blockade. You 
Will be sorely in need of our dvestuffs 
by the time the war „ ended.” 

I suggested that America might, 
in the meantime, learn to manufac- 
ture its own dyestuffs. “Not time 
enough,” replied sulden. “If the 
war lasted eight or ten years, you 
might do so. Rut vou willl not have 
time. It has taken us forty years to 
learn how to make dye. Your chem- 
ists can't do forty years’ work in one 
or two years. You could not build up 
a trade to compete with us in 80 
short a time.” 


I asked him how long the war would 
last. From this man of great insight, 
himself a former army officer and 
with two sons now officers at the front. | 
came this remarkable reply, “I do not 
know, because I do not know why 
England went to war. I can honestly 
say that lam unable to get the slight- 
est clew to the real reason. Not know- 
ing why she is fighting, I cannot say 
when she will be ready to quit. 

“Germany now stands in a position 
where she can Jiterally capture any po- 
sition. „Warsaw. Calais, or 
even England if we want to pay the 
price in the lives of our soldiers, Natu- 
rally we want to make as small a sac- 
rifice as possible. Also it le no part 
of Germany's plan to wreak any more 
destruction upon her foes than neces- 
sary. Uniess Germany is able to col- 
lect large indemnities after the war, 
we will all face the certainty of pay- 
ing very large taxes all the rest of 
our lives to meet these enormous war 
debts. The tax is now about 11 per 
cent. of the average income of a man 
of property. This is as high aa it can 
go without Rardshinp and if we do not 
collect big indemnities, it must be far 
higher. We do not want the war to 
go on 80 long that none of our foes 
will be able to pay us indemnities 
France is now without money: Russia 
never had any. England won't have 
any if the war is carried too far. On 
the one hand, Germann faces the 
problem of saving its men from too 
huge a sacrifice of life; on the other 
hand, it faces financial danger by 
letting the war vo too lone”

RESUME OF GULF FLOOD. 


Total Number of Dead is Placed 
at 198 and Amount of the Damage 


Stands at $12,000,000.

NEW ORLEANS (La.) Oct. 2.—To- 
night's reports from the sections of 
Louisiana and the Mississippi 
coast swept by Wednesday night's 
storm brought the number of known 
dead to 198 and the missing to 310. 
Estimates of the property damage 
stood at approximately $12,000,000. 

With the exception of a few iso- 
lated points, reports have been re- 
ceived from the entire district, and 
general indications were the total 
death toll would not exceed 350. A 
number of refugees have been brought 
to New Orleans from the lower Mis- 
sissipp!l River. 

Gov. Hall arrived here today to as- 
sist in the relief work. 

The Wolvin liner City of Tampico, 
from Vera Cruz, arrived here today. 
Two Mexican sailors were swept over- 
board during the storm. The vessel 
shipped many seas and was handled 
roughly by the wind. ;

“To encourage employ to cultt- 
vate flowers and vegetab gardens, 


the company agrees to fence, free of 
charge,,each house lot owned by it. 
“The company will continue § its 
practice of removing garbage free of 
charge. a 

“As the need becomes manifest the 
company will ‘continue its present 
policy of providing, as rapidly as pos- 
sible, suitable bath-houses and social 
centers in the nature of clubhouses, 
for its employees at the several min- 
ing camps.

' “The movement, however, has gone 
adrift. There were some eighty-odd 
bills presented in the last Congress, 
fortunately none of which were en- 
acted into law, for practically all of 
them advocated State ald and con- 
templated taking money out of the 


treasury. 

“Unless the country awakens soon to 
the danger of letting this movement 
run wild, laws are lable to be passed 
that will upset existing financial 
systems and involve the credit of the 
governments of State and nation in 
farm mortgaging during years of bad 
crops and financial depressions. The 
business men of the country person- 
ally, and through their various organ- 
izations, are showing a keen interest 
and taking a positive stand, such as 
has not heretofore obtained, on every 
important public question. Why not 
do the same with rura! credits, which 
is now one of the most vital questions 
before the country. 

“Commerce and industry are inter- 
woven with agriculture. Few are the 
cities whose existence does not rest 
on the prosperity of the farmers. The 
modernization of agriculture as an 
art and science, and its organization 
as an industry, are vital interior 
necessities of the United States. The 
application of scientific methods to 
the production of crops is making 
splendid headway. Too much praise 
cannot be bestowed upon the agri- 
cultural departments and colleges 
and upon their able managers, stu- 
dents and investigators. But, on the 
other hand, agriculture from the in- 
dustrial and commercial viewpoint is 
backward in this country as com- 
pared, for instance, with the ad- 
vancement made in France, Germany, 
Belgium, Holland and Denmark. 
“The shortcomings of American ag- 
riculture in respect to preparing 
farm products for market and get- 
ting them, at a fair price, to the con- 
sumer with good profit to the pro- 
ducer result in a large measure from 
the fact that the farmers are not or- 
ganized. They now buy at retail and 
sell at wholesale. There are remark- 
ably successful. exceptions in the fruit 


and dairy regions; but, generally 
speaking, American farmers do not 
use their credit and resources col- 
lectively in large groups as do busi- 


nees men and financiers in the cities. 
| They do not systematically 


help one 
another. 

“The main purpose of this move- 
ment is to enable or assist the farm- 
ers to become organized. Those who 
have narrowed it to the mere matter 
of lowest interest rates for loans are 
mistaken and are belittling its aim. 
Its true objects are so grand and the 
solution of its problems is so simple 
that the movement should no longer 
be left in the hands of persons cry- 
ing for cheap Money and government 
aid. American farmers have forty- 
five billion dollars of property and 
fifteen billion dollars of annual in- 


the 


come. If this stupendous wealth 
were made available for their own 
uses, the farmers would be self-suff- 
cient and the clamor for cheap money 
and State aid would cease. The 
greatest need of American farmers is 
organized self-help, or co-operation. 

“Ite would be well for business and 
financial men now to join the think- 
ers and theorists and with practical 
advice assist the farmers in the con- 
summation of this great object.”

ACCUSED DYNAMITER TO 
FACE COURT TOMORROW. 


All Ready for Trial of M. A. Schmidt, Charged with 
Murder of One of Twenty Innocent Workers Killed 
When “Times” Building was Destroyed — More of 
Monstrous Conspiracy Expected to be Proved. — 


OMORROW morning at 10 

o'clock the trial of M. A 
Schmidt, charged with the mur- 
der of Charles Haggerty, who met his 
death tn the dynamiting and destruc- 
tion of the original Times Building 
October 1, 1910, will begin before 
Judge Willis of the Superior Court. 
The case of Charles Haggerty has 
been selected out of the twenty mur- 
dered victims of dynamite because of 
the thorough and complete identifica. 
tion of his body. 
The trial will be held on the eighth 
floor of the Hall of Records, in the 
same courtroom in which the McNa- 
maras went to their trial and in 
which they made their famous confes- 
sion—and in the very same building 
that dynamiters tried to destroy. 

It is expected that more details ot 
a gigantic and monstrous conspiracy 
of officials and tools of labor-union 
organizations for masked warfare 
against society will be presented dur- 
ing this trial. The extent of this con- 
spiracy, as already disclosed, is al- 
most incredible. 

All the evidence that was gath- 
ered for the McNamara trial, and 
which was not made public because 
of the plea of guilty entered by J. B. 
McNamara, will apply to the trial of 
the Schmidt case. And much new evi- 
Gence has been accum to be 
presented at this time. 


There will be presented in court 
vast quagtities of exhibits, including 
labor-uni records, correspondence, 


infernal machines, etc., all alleged to 
have been connected with the monster 
plot to create a reign of terror and 
give union bosses and organizations 
unchallenged domination over indus- 
tries throughout the United States. 


MANY TO TESTIFY. 


More than 200 witnesses will be 
called for the State in the course of 
this trial. Many of these have been 
prominent figures in the trials of 
dynamiters in eastern courts. Two of 
the principal witnesses will be Ortie 
E. McManigal, who has been in Los 
Angeles several weeks, having come 
from the heart of Honduras to testify 
in this case; and George E. Davis, 
allas George O'Connell, convicted in 
Indianapolis of dynamiting, but whose 
sentence was suspended. Davis turned 
States evidence and was of much 
value in proving other dynamite cases 
in the Fast. 

The defense is expected to have 
only twenty-five or thirty witnesses. 

Dist.-Atty. Woolwine will have full 
charge of the case, and he will have 
the assistance of Special Counsel 
James W. Noel of Indianapolis, who 
Was assistant to United States Attor- 
ney Miller in the prosecuting of dyna- 
mite cases at Indianapolis. Mr. Noel

Horses will Race at Night 
Under Electric Beams. 


The management of the Riverside 
District Fair, which is to open Tues- 
day, has more than one string to its 


bow, but ane of them is $10,000 in 
cash as premiums for various exhibits 
and racing events. 

The slogan of “an old-fashioned 
county fair“ is being realized in the 
agricultural department, which will 
feature everything that can be pro- 
duced in Southern California—animal 
and vegetable. The racing programme 
in which more than 100 of the fast- 
est steppers in the State have been 
entered, is anticipated as a chief 
feature. The reasons for this are 
plausible and may explain why the 
owner of White Sox, which carried off 
the $20,000 capital prize in the big 
meet at the San Francisco exposition, 
has entered the mare in the 2:09 
pace, a feature of Wednesday's card; 
also why the best drivers in the West 
have been sought out by the horse 
owners for the week of racing events. 

The construction of what was dem- 
onstrated last year to be the fastest 
half-mile track in the South, is the 
principal drawing card; another is the 
generous size of the purses. 
the track was completed at the new 
ground last year the fast time made 
by some of the horses entered made 
the owners skeptical regarding the 
measurement of the oval. It was not 
until it was proved to them that the 
track was actually a fraction more 
than a half-mile in circumference 
that they realized the possibilities. for 
hanging up new records.

“I am driven irresistibly to the con- 
clusion,” says President Thelen of the 
commission in the decision, “that 
jurisdiction over such means of trans- 
portation is not conferred on the 
State Railroad Commigsion by the ex- 
isting Public Utilities Act.” 

Filed by the associated short line 
railroads of eleven western States as 
a test of the rights of automobile or 
stage competitors to operate unde- 
terred by rate-making bodies, other 
than city or county, the hearing of the 
complaint-attracted much attention. 

The Wichita Transportation Com- 
pany is a San Diego concern, oper- 
ating automobile stage service 
tween that place and the Imperial 
Valley. The Western Association of 
Short Line Rallroads includes so- 
called loca] steam and electric lines 
of Arizona, California, Colorado, Ida- 
ho, Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, 
Oregon, Utah, Washington and 
Wyoming. 

“Had the decision been adverse to 
the Wichita Transportation Com- 
pany,’ sald Mr. Moore “the blow 
would have been a particularly hard 
one to persons operating one or two 
stages or buses. The assumption of 
jurisdiction over them by the State 
Railroad Commission would have 
meant that rates and schedules would 
have had to be filed with the com- 
mission, and deviations from them 
would have been punishable by law.

‘TIGER ABROAD 
IN THE HILLS. 


Escapes from Cage and Runs 
Wild Through Night. 


Hundreds Hunt Beast with 
Nets and Prods. 


Sailors Frightened Out of 
Senses in Bunk, 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
LOS ANGELES HARBOR, Oct. 
Amateur sportsmen, deputy sher- 
iffs, police officers, cowboys, animal 


trainers and motion-picture actors, 
numbering more than 100 persons, 
are tonight searching the canyons in 
the hills back of the harbor for a 
rea! royal Bengal tiger. The animal 
is the property of the Universal Film 
Company and escaped before daylight 
this morning from the power schooner 
Vaquero, which is under charter to 
the film company. 

News of the escape spread rapidly 
and visions of a real tiger hunt with- 
in an hour's ride from the heart of 
the city, over a good boulevard, arose 
in the minds of amateur sportsmen, 
who have long dreamed of the hard- 
ships and pleasures and the dangers 
in the wilds of India, and there was a 
grand rush for the harbor. 

The crowd continued ‘to increase 
and with the shades of nightfall and 
the arrival of the entire cavalry from 
Universal City, police officers esti- 
mated that between 190 and 150 men 
had joined in the chase for the 4-

MOTHERS ALARMED. 

News also spread quickly to 
outlying ranches 
gathering in their’ stock and mothers 
began to keep a closer watch on their 
children. The only trace found of 
the big animal during the day were 
footprints in the tidelands of the 
west basin, half way between San Pe- 
dro and Wilmington.

WATCHMAN SCARED. 

The next man to receive a scare, 
from which he has hardly recovered, 
was J. B. Srack, night watchman on 
the wharf of the San Pedro Lumber 
Company. When the tiger s fright- 
ened out of the forecastle e went 
bounding over the rail of the schooner 
onto the wharf, and the frightened 
watchman unconsciously did the thing 
that accomplished a desired result. 
He flashed his electric spotlight in 
the face of the tiger, hich jumped 
back on the schooner quickly as 
she came off, and the watchman lost 
no time in getting out of the way aft- 
er giving an alarm. 

In the meantima, the crew and five 
members of the film company in 
charge of the animal were up around 
and the tiger, again scenting danger, 
jumped off the vessel and disappeared 
in the darkness. She was seen no 
more during the entre day. The 
keepers and trainers were the least 
excited about the escaped tiger and 
all dav long expressed their confidence 
that Princess would return before 
sunrise, seeking her mate on the 
wharf. 

Princess was brought to the harbor 
yesterday from Universal Clty, along 
with a truckload of other wild ani- 
mals, including three leopards and a 
number of lions and, tigers.

FREE WATER AT HARBOR THE 
DECIDING ISSUE, 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

LONG BEACH, Oct. 2.—Water, 
which is an excellent thing to put 
under bridges and to lave automobiles 
with, is consumed in greater quanti- 
tles here than in any other city of tis 
size in California. Therefore it is of 
great value. So high Is it held in the 
esteem of the city fathers that the 
naval officials, in a huff at the charges 
made by the city for the fluid for sub- 
marines, have decided to berth at 
Los Angeles harbor hereafter. 

The city put on its best bib and 
tucker yesterday to receive back into 
the local harbor the H group of sub- 
marines which came south from Mare 
Island. The submarines gave this ci 
the cold shoulder and berthed at Loe 
Angeles Harbor. When the reason for 
this humiliating snub was made 
known a hasty consultation was held 
among city officials and civic advisers 
in an effort to get them back into 
the fold. 

It seems that the San Pedro Cham- 
ber of Commerce, knowing of the pro- 
pensit;, of this city to place such a 
high value on water, sent a telegraphic 
message to the Navy Department offer- 
ing free water to the submarine flo- 
tilla if they would dock at that port. 
The Washington officials promptly or- 
dered the commanders of the flotilla 
to dock in Los Angeles harbor. 

The item of water amounts to about 
$15 per day for each submarine. The 
City Water Department waxed fat off 
the profits of the aqua pura piped to 
the undersea boats from the munici- 
pal wharf. Now it is proposed to du- 
pilcate the offer of Los Angeles if the 
consent of the Water Department offi- 
clals can be gained.

About every third man you meet 


is interested in mining. The other 
two are willing to be, or at least 
they talk that way. Men who never 
before would consider the business 
— now planning to engage in it, 
either actively or passively, either as 
operators, or to take a flyer in 
stocks. In other words, “mining has 
the call.” 

There is a reason for this. In 
fact, there are several reasons. 

At the foundation lies the demand, 
ever increasing, for metals of al 
kinds. When that evanescent thing 
called “confidence” was squeezed 
from things financial, the country 
was perforce made to realize the ne- 
cessity for actual monetary metal 
for gold, for silver. War, with its 
grim necessities, called into action 
less-precious metals — copper, lead 
and zinc. The shutting off of for- 
eign supplies of such products as 
tungsten, platinum and mercury, set 
our own prospectors to work to sup- 
ply the market.

Declining Production and Shortage of the Past Fes 
Months Tend to Revive Spirits of Operators, in th 


They Make Day of Higher Prices Seem Less Distant 
Conservative Policy Still Dictates Retrenchment Ida 


HE chief factors to be considered 
in formulating an idea of the 
present oil situation and the 
proximate future of the industry are 
the gradual decline in production and 
less pronounced falling off in ship- 
ments, and the fact that the last few 
months have revealed a small oil 
shortage, the contrasting feature of 
the large potential surplus, and the 
size of stocks, the dearth of gusher 
territory and the limited possibilities 
for new territory being developed on 
account of the decrease in “wild cat” 
operations, Besides these features it 
should also be considered that field 
activities have greatly fallen off. An 
anticipated unfavorable influence is 
the likelihood of a falling off in con- 
sumption following the cessation of 
the rather abnormal exposition traffic. 
On the whole, however, the balance 
is very strongly in favor of the com- 
ing of better times in the oil business. 
Consequently a spirit of more pro- 
nounced optimism has hovered over 
the industry in the past few months. 
Naturally, no immediate advance 
in the price of the product ts antici- 
pated, as conditions have not improved 
sufficiently for that, but if the present 
programme of restriction of new de- 
velopment is adhered to for another 
half year or so, it is expected the 
market will undoubtedly recuperate 
from its present low level. 

The eastern part of the country has 
begun at last to recover to some ex- 
tent from the effects of the tremen- 
dous overproduction which brought 
prices to a bankruptcy point some two 
years ago, about the same time that 
California was submerged in a flood 
of oll, the ke of which was never 
recorded in the history of the State. 
Pennsylvania prices have shown two 
small advances, and it is quite likely 
that other sections of the Kast will 
also soon be reaping the benefits of 
a higher market. 

Last month's California figures, 
which have just been mdde public, 
showing shipments to exceed produc- 
tion by nearly 400,000 barrels, the 
largest shortage in nearly two years, 
brought an especial message of good 
cheer to the producer. It should be 
borne in mind, however, that the ap- 
parent consumption was inflated con- 
siderably above the probable average 
for the remainder of the year by the 
tremendous fair tram. Consequently 
the standard of optimism cannot se- 
eurely be raised on the foundation 
established by August's: showing.

t. tial surplus is reduced the more 
confidence may the California pro- 
ducer feel in the approach of a period 
of higher prices. 

Another reserve which must be 
considered, and one which in time 
may prove a very necessary one to 
maintain at somewhere near its pres- 
ent level, are stocks, which now ag- 
gregate close to 60,000,000 barrels. At 
the rate California oil is now being 
consumed it would take some nine 
months to reduce this surplus to noth- 
ing. provided an production in the 
State ceased. So long, however, as 
the output remaing where it is, and 
the potential surplus is its present 
size, this statement will have little 
meaning for the California producer, 
despite the frequently great stress 
laid upon it. 

The off output for the first eight 
months of the year aggregated ap- 
proximately 60,000,000 barrels, while 
shipments aggregated about 59.000,000 
barrels. resulting in a sUrplus of 
1.000.000 barrels compared with a 
surplus for the same period in 1914 
of about 2.500.000. Both production 
and shipments have shown a pro- 
nounced falling off in the past year, 
but the former’s has been coneider- 
ably larger. At the present. time the 
daily average output is nearly 356,000 
barrels less than what it was last 
year. Ol shut in, although it rose 
very high early this year, has since 
declined to about the same level as 
averaged last year. 

VALLEY FIELD’S DECIANE. 

Fighty per cent. of the falling off 
in the State's yield is accounted for 
by the drop in the production of Mid- 
way-Sunset feld. That district now 
ia no longer the scene of the monu- 
mental gusher, nor is there in sight 
new territory likely to furnish dig 
svouters. The same is also true of 
the other districts. 

Once in a while a strike has been 
made thia year, but its magnitude has 
quickly dwindled in nearly every case, 
and it has always been in the center 
of some developed district. At pres- 
ent, oil in much of the best terri- 
tory is being taken from the deepest 
levels, so that the chances for find- 
ing a large production in the lower 
strata are lessening. 

In spite of the falling off in pro- 
duction, the number of producing 
wells has shown an increase of sev- 
eral hundred over the average in 
1914. This is due in part to the re- 
lease of shut in production, and to 
the natural addition of new producers; 
as nane of these have been exceeding- 
ly large, they have not offset the 
natural decline in the yield. 

While the number of drilling wells 
has lately been increased to some ex- 
tent, they are still nearly 100 less 
than the average last year. Hait the 
number ot new rigs are put up month- 
— and completions are considerably 
ess. 


While the passing of the fair year 
may bring about a temporary drop 
in consumption from its present high 
level, there seems little doubt but that 
this will gradually be counteg-bal- 
anced by the steady expansion of 
trade up and down the Coast. 

Immediately following the war all 
outside oil trade was practically par- 
alyzed, and it has taken months for 
the foreign markets to recuperate, and 
until the end of the war it ia not ex- 
pected that they will reach their nor- 
mal consuming capacity. Coast bust- 
ness, however, greatly recovered in 
a few months, and has den steadily 
waxing in volume. 

Although the of] area of Califor- 
nia undoubtedly extends far beyond 
the limits of present development, the 
Incentive for “wildcatune”’ will not 
exist until prices shall have risen to 
a much higher level than at present. 
As several fields, which came in be- 
fore the sharp decline also did not

sheds and the site of the warehouse are three depressed 


railway tracks and a paved roadway, which are now in use and which solve all problems of transportation to and from the dock. 


Perspective of great municipal improvement for which the harbor engineering department has completed plans and is now taking bids. 
Se arawing, based on the actual plans for the building, gives, as no mere description could, an idea of the enormous proportions of the projected warehouse, which will be by far the largest structure of its kind on the Pacific Coast. The building will be of reinforces 


smmerete construction and six stories high. It will have a length of 480 feet and will be 152 feet deep. Its site will be alongside that of the recently completed municipal shed, itself a marvel of structural steel construction 100 feet wide and 1800 feet long. The 
Narehouse will contain more than eleven acres of floor space. In its erection more than 27,000 cubic yards of cement will be poured and 1300 tons of reinforcing steel utilized. 


Its cost is estimated at $300,000. The building wij] be the first of three or more of its 
The shed already finished and the warehouse that is about to be started are, however, expected to meet all harbor needs for some time to come.

Increased shipments of eastern cran-

Massachusetts, about 261,000 barrels, 
being 55 per cent. of last year’s 
bumper crop of 475,000 barrels; New 
Jersey, 139,000 barrels, a decrease of 
7 per cent. from the 1914 crop of 
149,000 barrels; Wisconsin, 39,000 bar- 
rels, an increase of 35 per cent over 
last year's crop of approximately 
39,000 barrels. This gives a sum total 
of 439,000 barrels as against 653,000

exped or safety, but be- 


| cause of what many competent archi- 
tects and engineers unreservedly pro- 
nounce a “fool ordinance.” Four-inch 
walis for bungalows of non-frame con- 
struction are not only strong enough 
and good enough in every way, but 
are cheap enough to encourage this 
highly desirable kind of building. 
Largely because Los Angeles has de- 
manded walls more than twice as thick 
as are really necessary, thin is a 
city with practically nothing but 
frame residences. 

— — 
Will Benefit Industry. 

The passage of the proposed amend- 
ments to the existing building laws will 
have a distinct bearing upon industrial 
conditions in Los Angeles and Bouth- 


ern California. This part of the 
State produces practically no timber 
for purely structural purposes, but 
it does produce an enormous quan- 
tity of cement, tile and brick. What is 
more, Southern California's brick, tile 
and cement are unsurpassed for build- 
ing. The cement and clay deposits of 
the southland are of a quality that 
ean be found in but few other parts 
of the world and they have scarcely 
been scratched, The widest use right 
at home of the products of these in- 
dustries is something to be encour- 
aged in every possible way. 

Every man who erects a brick, ce- 
ment or tile residence or other struc- 
ture contributes that much to the up- 
building of strictly local industries 


whose importance cannot be overesti- 
mated. Already Southern California 
is in the forefront of those sections 
producing such building materials and 
is shipping heavily to other parts of 
the country. It is preposterous that 
the use of the same materials at 
home should be senselessly restricted. 

Many builders of big downtown 
blocks and other larger structures 
have already come to a realization that 
it is unnecessary to pay tribute to 
Pittsburgh and have erected buildings 
entirely ef Southern California con- 
crete instead of with steel frames. 
Even those who cling to steel boost 
home industries by their use of local 
brick, tile and cement for wall fac- 
ing and partitions. It ig the height 


of folly that the hundreds who start 
homes every month in this city should 
be forced by a ridiculous ordinance 
to fatten the pocketbooks of the Or- 
evon lambermen, without even being 
given the opportunity to patronize 
home industries.

Topanga Canyon Road will be Thrown Open to Motor- 

ists Again Today—Big Force of Men Busy on Tejon | 
Ridge Route Between Here and Bakersfield—Other | 
Valuable Road Information.

will be opened to the motoring public 
today comes also a meaty statement 
of changes which will soon take place 
On various highways throughout the 
southern part of the State. 

Work was_finished late yesterday on 
the coast entrance to the Topanga, 
opening the Malibu road from Santa 
Monica’ to the mouth of the canyon 
to motor travel. For several weeks the 
big steam shovel has been operatihe 
along the edge of the ocean, and au- 
tomobiles have had to enter and leave 
‘he canyon at the same entrance, 
e Cowenamouth. 

Were received at the auto club from 
the constructors of the State high- 
way between Los Angeles and San 
Diege states definitely that the work 
te being rushed on that section of the 
route lying between Serra station, just 
below San Juan Capistrano, and San 
Onofre on the San Diego county line. 

Motorists may look forward to using 
this new road by the middle or the lat 
ter part of November. This has proved 
the most difficult part of the construc- 
tion work, due to the fact that the 

banks on the eastern side of the 

‘road have had to be cut away. 

The road here would be opened 
earlier were it not for the fact that 
concrete bridge must be constructed 
and allowed to set for approximately 
six weeks. In the meantime, the lay 
ing of the concrete on the highway 
proper will be rushed. Travel wil! not 
be allowed on any part of this section, 
according to auto club officials. until 
the entire surface has set. There are 
only five miles of detour, however. 


dirt road at present from the top of 
the Torrey Pines grade into the city 
by the simple expedient of scraping 
and watering the distance often enough 
to keep it in shape.

AGRICULTURAL INTERESTS 
BENEFITED BY HIGHWAYS 


OUTHERN CALIFORNIA is sav- 
8 ing more than $2,000,000 annually 
to agricultural interests because 


of good rogds in this section. 

Officials of the Automobile Club of 
Southern California, the biggest mp- 
toring organization in America, have 
arisen to the defense of local high- 
way improvements following the issue 
recently of a report from the United 
States Department of Agriculture in | 
which it is stated that the United 
States is sustaining an annual loss to 
farming interests of $250,000,000 be- 
cause of bad roads. 

If the tremendous loss attributed 
to bad roads by the department were 
divided equally among the States of 
the Union, California would be shown 
to lose approximately $5,319,148 each 
year. Of this amount the southern 
part of the State would lose more 
than $2,000,000. 

But the ratio of road improvement 
in Southern California is so much 
higher than the improvement work 
carried on in other States that or- 
ficials of the Auto Club point out that 
instead of sustaining this loss, the 
territory is actually saving a like 
amount to the great orange and bean 
interests because of the rapid build- 
ing of State and county roads. 

AN EXCEPTION. 


In the report of the Department of 
Agriculture, no special point is made 
of the States, individually, which are 
undergoing the yearly loss, although 
no exceptions are named. However, 
according to the Auto Club, Southern 
California must be made an excep- 
tion. 
Inaccessibility of producing terri- 
tories to markets is named by the de- 
partment as the greatest rea- 
son för the loss. But in South- 
ern California, the producing terri- 
tories have n among the first to 
be connected with the commercial 
centers. This work has been carried 
on, and there is still a general need 
for more commercial roads in Los 
Angeles and other counties because 
of the rapid development of the farm- 
ing interests on the Pacific Coast in 
the southern part. 

In connection with the report, it is 
stated that illiteracy is more prevalent 
in the South Atlantic States than in 
the New England States. where road 


development has been carried 
on to a larger degree. In other 
words, illiteracy by this deduction 


is traced to the prevalence of bad 
roads in the southeastern part of the 
United States.

it was discovered that the gaseous 
sun does not rotate like the solid 
earth, on which all points in all lati- 
tudes complete a rotation in twenty- 
four hours. It turns more and more 
slowly as the poles are approached, 
points in high altitudes lagging bo- 
hind those nearer the equator. 

“If his could happen on the earth.“ 
asserts Dr. Hale, “Jacksonville, which 
is almost due south of Cleveland, 
would be far to the east of it twenty- 
four hours hence. 

“If we could see a single sun spot 
from a point beneath the solar sur- 
face, it would probably resemble a 
terrestrial. waterspout or tornado, 
though fits cross section, instead of be- 
ing a few h@mdred feet, would be hun- 
dreds of miles. The strength of the 
magnetic feld produced increases with 
the diameter of the spots. The field is 
strongest near the center of the spot 
and decreases to very low intensity at 
points just outside the edge of the 
penumbra. 

“It has long been known that sun 
spots usually occur in pairs and our 
study indicates that the two principal 
spots in such a group are almost in- 
variably of opposite polarity. The 
natura] inference is that we are here 
dealing with a semicircular vortex 
(like half a smoke ring.) the two ends 
of which, coming to the sun's surface 
from below, appear to whirl in oppo- 
site directions. This hypothesis is 
still under investigation.” 

MILLION MORE STARS? 

In regard to the 100-inch refigcting 
telescope, Dr. Hale says: 

“To the unaided vision, about 5900 
stars would be visible on 4 clear night 
in the entire sky. According to a re- 
cent estimate by Chapman and Me- 
lotte, the heavens contain 219,000,000 
stars brighter than the twentieth mag- 
nitude, which are within the range of 
our sixty-inch reflector. 

“If the indications afforded by 
Chapman's figures can be applied to 
fainter objects, there is reason to be- 
lieve that the 100-inch telescope 
would search out nearly 100,000,000 
still fainter stars, many of them lying

IGHT LAUNCHED 
ON STORM DRAIN. 


LEGALITY OF ASSESSMENT IS 
FORMALLY ASSAILED. 


Property Owners Make Formal 
Objections Referring to Big Madi- 
son-Virgil Conduit, and Another 
Protest is Circulated in Hollywood, 
Big Municipal Battle Expected, 


A protest attacking the correct- 
ness and legality of the assessment 
for the Madison-Virgil storm drain 
was filed at the City Hall yesterday 
and opens what promises to be one 
of the biggest municipal fights staged 
in recent years, The protest is signed 
by 251 property owners, among others 
Col. Griffith J. Griffith and former 
United States Senator Cole. Fully as 
many property owners will sign an- 
other protest which is now being cir- 
culated in the Hollywood district. 

The Madison-Virgil storm drain is 
the first of the great. storm drains 
projected by the city, and has been 
completed. It goes through Griffith 
Park and leads into two or tbree 
branches of the Bimini sloughs. The 
protesting property owners say it is 
of no benefit to their properties. 

The assessment district covers the 
foothills surrounding Griffith Park, 
extending on the east to the hilla in- 
cluding Crestmont and as far as Sil- 
ver Lake reservoir. The assessments 
aggregate $257,000, covering a district 
of approximately two miles. 

The hill people say there is no rea- 
eon why they should pay for this storm 
drain, as it is a mile from their vicin- 

The people in the valley gay the 
‘orm drain takes water in at a higher 
level than the basin and dumps it in 
the Bimini slough, thug making con- 
ditions worse than before the drain 
Was constructed. 

The protestants are represented by

Pierce Tuna Packing Company, the 
first two at Long Beach and the 
third at Harbor City. 

One most important new concern 
is the Golden State Woolen Mills 
Company at Long Beach. This con- 
cern has invested $150,000 in build- 
ings and is now manufacturing 
blankets, flannels and robes from 
wool grown in the Southwest, ad- 
mixed with cotton grown in the Im- 
perial Valley. 

A unique industry, outside of the 
metropolitan district, however, but of 
real interest to everybody in the 
Southland, is the plant of the Ex- 
change By-Products Company at Co- 
rona. There close to $50,000 has 
been Invested by lemon growers, af- 
Hliated with the California Fruit 
Growers’ Exchange, in creating a 
plant for the reduction of lemon culls 
and unsalables into citrate of lime 
and other lemon by-products. 


IMMENSE WALNUT PACK, 


Another association of growers 
that has embarked in a unique in- 
dustry is the California Walnut 
Growers’ Association. With a plant at 
No. 833, Traction avenue, the asso- 
ciation is employing 100 men and 
women putting up 1,000,000 packages 
of walnuts for the holiday trade. 

Also of the “Christmasy” tone is 
the work of Mme. Georgene Hendren, 
maker of character dolls. Mme. 
Hendren is associated with the Averill 
Manufacturing Company, an  enter- 
prise that had its birth through the 
fact that America is now almost en- 
tirely cut off from intercourse with 
the greatest doll-making country of 
the world, Germany. 

Los Angeles’ own doll factory is 
but three months old, and 1s the 
only one of its kind on the Pacific 
Coast. But, with the holidays rap- 
idly approaching, it is a very hive of 
industry, while its products are now 
being shipped to practically every 
State in the Union. 

In the canning line, the Van Nuvys- 
Owensmouth-Marian Growers’ and 
Canning Association has erected new 
plants, at a cost of $250,000, at Van 


Nuys and Owensmouth, while the 
American Can Company, to supply 


the containers for these and other 
canneries, has just leased property 
for a $250,000 plant. 
Among the more important new 
industries that have recently located 
here and built large plants are the 
Coco-Cola Company, Dixon Glass 
Company, National Briquetting and 
Clay Working Machinery Company, 
Buttonlath Manufacturing Company. 
Western Oxygen and Gas Products 
Company, Pittsburgh Foundry Com- 
pany, C. E. Post & Co., Western 
Metals Company, and Antimony Re- 
fining Company.

“Los Angeles is growing faster 
than most American cities,” said In- 
dustrial Commissioner Kinney yes- 
terday. “We have a purchasing pub- 
ne that includes many transients, 
while the list of newcomers runs in- 
to tens of thousands yearly. 
“Many of these transients and new- 
comers are used to purchasing na- 
tionally-advertised goods. For in- 
stance, Akron, O., by consistent ad- 
vertising, increased its sales last year 
118 per cent.; Minneapolis, in the 
same way, 31 per cent.; Rochester. 
N. T., 39 per cent.: Cleveland, 58 
per cent., and Detroit, which is now 
the best-advertised city of them all, 
due to the automobile, 97 per cent.

ICKET SCALPERS 
TO BE ENJOINED. 


FIGHT JUST STARTED, STATES 
INSPECTING AGENT. 


_‘Bellboys, Bartenders and Curio 
Shops Among the Venders—Heavy 
Exposition Travel and Out in 
Rates Caused Business to Grow to 
Startling Proportions. 


Asserting that the campaign against 
the “ticket scalper” is yet in its in- 
fancy, Henry A. Koach, assistant to 
the chairman of the Railway Ticket 
Protective Bureau, stated yesterday 
that further Federal injunctions will 
be asked this week against the ven- 
ders of second-hand special and ex- 
cursion-rate tickets. 
With traffic to California for the 
expositions exceeding all records and 
round-trip rates cut to nearly the 
one-way basis, thousands of persons 
have been encourage to exceed their 
ticket limits, according to Mr. Koach. 
This caused the flooding of the mar- 
ket with the unused portion of 
round-trip tickets, and afforded a rich 
harvest for the “scalpers.” 

I have been amazed,” said Mr. 
Koach, “to find tickets openly bought 
and sold dy hotel clerks, bellboys, 
porters, cigar stand clerks, barten- 
ders, curio shops, sightseeing motor- 
men, and a host of others, many of 
whom are not residents of Los Ange- 
les, but have flocked here for the pur- 
pose of dealing in these low-priced 
excursion tickets. 

“Though the names of many of 
these have been secured and they 
have been enjoined from ticket-sell- 
ing by the Federal Courts, they con- 
tinued in the scalping business under 
the belief that no prosecution will 
follow. I intend to disabuse their 
minds of this belief. Furthermore, 
instructions have been given to rail- 
road conductors, validating agents, 
and my assistants that, in the future, 
any ticket found in wrong hands, the 
party holding the same shall be held 
and either prosecuted for forgery: in 
signing the name of the original pur- 
chaser or compelled to act as witness 
against the scalper.’’

HINDU INVASION 
Is HEADED OFF. 
THOSE CROSSING BORDER LINE 


FIND OFFICERS WAITING TO 
DEPORT THEM. 


The threatened invasion of Hindu 
undesirables from across the Mexican 
border has been stopped, thanks to 
the campaign made by Capt. Connell, 
in charge of the local emigration 
service. 

The influx began about a year ago. 
when the Vancouver authorities re- 
fused to allow a ship loaded with 
Hindus to land in British Columbia. 
They were also denied admission by 
the American authorities. Mysterious 
and unidentified East Indians subse- 
quently appeared at the colony in 
Mexico, just across the line from 
Calexico, and also at the Hindu col- 
eny in Imperial county. 

Unlike the Chinese, the Hindus do 
not have to be equipped with an 
identification card setting forth the 
physical characteristics of the posses- 
sor. All that is required is a certifi- 
cate that at some port of entry the 
subject has passed the investigation 
required by the law. When they 
were barred from the eountry in the 
North, they sought a point that would 


enable them to enter

been alert and during last month ten

Enormous Increase of Taxes During Plunderbund Regime

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 1.—The pro- 
test against the attempt of the “sre | 
gressive” State machine to destroy 
all political parties, except its own, in 
California has led to a scrutiny of 
the results accomplished by the 
adoption of the anti-party system in 
the selection of county officials and 
management of county affairs. The 
press of Alameda and San Francisco 
counties—the second and third larg- 
est in the State—agree that this sys- 
tem has not proved its efficacy in 
those counties and a scrutiny of the 
reports of county auditors generally 
reveals that there has been an al- 
most astounding increase in county 
pay rolls and expenses under the 
new plan. 

Comparative figures of the cost of 
county government in every State in 
the Union are compiled in a special 
report issued this year by the United 
States Census Bureau. This report 
gives the average cost of county gov- 
ernment per capita in the United 
States as $4.32; that of California in 
1913 was $19.31 per capita. The es- 
timate for this year is $22.40. 

The total governmental cost pay- 
ments of California counties for 1913 
was $46.013.485. This is $21.000,000 
more than was paid by any other 
State. Ohio is second, with a gov- 
ermnmental cost of 324.933.000 The 
report of, the State Controller shows 
the coun increased their tax col- 
lection $6,000,000 in 1914 and unof- 
ficial estimates place the increase 
this year over 1914 at $4,450,000.

The State and county tax rate in California under the progressive nonpartisan 
government is higher than that paid in any European country before Aug. l. 1914, including the 
enormous cost of military establishments. 

The gross cost of the last year of Republican rule in the State government was $18,573,720. 
That of the fiscal year which closed June 30 was $36,529,593. 
$21,000,000 more for county government than the taxpayers of any other State in the Union, 
and since then there has been an increase of nearly 20 per cent. in the total of taxes collected. 

The average county tax rate in California is more than five times the average throughout 
the United States. The county tax paid by the average Californian in one year would pay his 
county tax in Vermont 241 years. ; 

Investigation shows an enormous increase in county pay rolls under the anti-party procedure 
that has begot a coalition between office-holders and progressive legislators that whipsaws the + 


the same in New York and other | 
States. The “Johnson policies” nev- 
er survived that committee meeting. | 
They were not heard of again during 
the convention. This attitude of the 
New York convention was maintained 
despite the fact that a member of 
the State Tax Commission had gone 
East, at the expense of the State, for 
the very purpose of enlightening the 
New York convention on the wonder- 
ful progress made in State govern- 
ment in California during the last 
four years.

Seized in Recent Month Repre- 

sent Thousands of Dollars’ Saving. 
Condemned scales which had ac- 
cumulated until almost all the outer 
office of the Department of Weights 
and Measures was occupled by the 
articles, are being removed to a store- 
house by order of County Sealer Ful- 
ler. The mass of apparatus repre- 
sents the result of the department's 
last eight months activities. 

Over 6000 pieces of weighing equip- 
ment have been seized. Many classes 
are represented, from a faulty drug- 
gist’s balance to a pile of several 
hundred brass beams—each from a 
condemned platform scale. One 
beam larger than the others was 
taken from a wagon scale which 


probably caused thousands of dollars

The first 
concert will occur the latter part of 
that month, and for this and subse- 
quent symphony programmes the or- 
chestra is to be augmented, perhaps 
twenty men being added to the string 
division, as well as to play regularly 
such instruments as the contrabassoon, 
the English horn and others. 

Estimates are that the cost of the 


‘new plan will be about double that 


of last year, but the supporters of 
the orchestra have stated their inten- 
tion of discounting any deficit existing 
at the end of the season. There is 
every reason also to believe that in-, 
creased interest in the concerts, as 
well as the attendance at the popular 
events, will serve partially to offset the 
greater expense. 

The project is rife with possibilities 
for the musical advancement of the 
city on a scale never before: realized. 
The programmes which are to 
given will be of an unusually high or- 
der, and the number of novelties much 
greater than during any past season.

che much-discussed question as to 
whether or not the “Mission Play” will 
always remain exclusively in Califor- 
nia was definitely settled yesterday by 
John Stev McGroarty, the author, 
who made an official announcement 
that the play will tour the world, be- 
ginning some time next year.

The show opened Thursday with a 
flourish, the band of the First Cavalry 
playing and patrons and patronesses 
present representative of the fashion- 
able world.

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“More terrible than any army of 
banners” was the invasion of locusts 
into Palestine a few months ago, ac- 
cording to the report of Consul 
Glazebrook to the government at 
Washington. It was a _ veritable 
Plague and the insects swarmed in 
such immense numbers that “as far 
as the eye could reach, the fields were 
covered by the locusts, and even the 
street in front of the American Con- 
sulate had the Appearance, in the 
movement of the green and black 
mass, of a flowing river.” 

The first swarms were seen in 
March when they flew over and past 
Jerusalem. Dr. Aronsohn of the De- 
partment of Agriculture at Washing- 
ton Was appointed high commissioner 
for Jerusalem and adjoining villayets, 
and he employed vigorous measureg 
to combat the locust army. Under 
his direction an order was issued by 
the Pasha, requiring every male citi- 


collect twenty kilos (fourty-four 
pounds) or to pay a fee of $4.40. 

The rule was strictly enforced and 
if one could not show a receipt for 

the work or for the cash, a 
severe penalty was exacted. Toward 
the end of May the larvae, about an 
— long, made their appearance 
near Jerusalem and aroused the peo- 
ple to renewed efforts to destroy the 
pests. Tin-lined boxes were sunk in 
the earth in front of the moving mass 
and the larvae shoveled in, but this 
only partially relieved the situation.

n ordinary seasons the storks are 
an effective enemy of the locust pest, 
but these birds were unaccountably 
scarce this year. Of course, the do- 
mestic fowls devoured them in great 
numbers but the horde of insects was 
%o vast that they made little impres- 
sion upon them. Fortunately a small 
Insect locally known as the bee fly 
came in great numbers and attacked 
the locust eggs, thus mitigating the 
evil to some extent, and they will, it 
is hoped, prevent a recurrence of it 
in another season.

They invade particular districts at ir- 


regular intervals, not in succeeding 
years, A very destructive scourge of 
locusts visited Palestine in 1865—fifty 
years ago. One much less formidable 
occurred eleven years ago. 

Swarms of the so-called seventeen- 
year locusts have occasionally ap- 
peared on the plains below the eastern 
slopes of the Rocky Mountains, having 
been bred in the higher altitudes. It 
will be noticed that they travel with 
the prevailing air cyrrents coming 
down from the northwest. Sometimes 
the young, before their wings are de- 
veloped, follow their migratory in- 
stincts in long journeys on foot. 

It is a common practice in South 
Africa for young locusts to form a 
bridge over a small stream by plung- 
ing indiscriminately into it and hold- 
ing onto each other, grappling like 
drowning men at any floating object 
that will sustain them while travers- 
ing the stream. Meanwhile, those ba- 
hind eagerly push forward over the 
bodies of those already interlocked in 
the stream. Thus a bridge is formed 
over which the whole swarm passes. 

Locusts are used as food in the 
countries where they abound. Thus we 
read in St. Matthew that John the 
Baptist lived on locusts and wild 
honev. The legs and wings being pulled 
off. the bodies are fried in oll and are 
considered a delicacy. They are some- 
times dried in the sun, pounded up 
and m@gde into flour. In Arabian shops 
they are sold by measure. | 

Locusts, grasshoppers, crickets and 
katydids belong to the class orthop- 
tera. They have long, powerful hind 
legs, enabling them to leap great dis- 
tances. The males make a loud noise 
by rubbing their hind legs against 
the rough edges of their wings, like 
playing upon a violin. The sound is

THE POPE'S BULL 

April 27, 1840, Pope Gregory issued 

a bull to “separate California from 
the diocese of Sonora within the same 
Mexican boundaries, to erect there an 
episcopal see to be called the See of 
California, and to give it a bishop 
of its own.” At the same time the 
Pope declared: “Moreover, the city 
of San Diego in New California, sit- 
uated in the center of California, and 
regarded as more suitable than other 
places, we establish and institute 
as the episcopal city with its courts 
and ecclesiastical chancery and all 
and each of the honors, rights, privi- 
leges and prerogatives used and en- 
joyed by the cities and citizens hon- 
ored by an episcopal see in the Mexi- 
can dominion.”” The diocese of Call- 
fornia was then subject to the metro- 
politan archbishop of Mexico City, 
Los Angeles is now subject to 


It took nearly two years for the 
letter to come from the City of Mex- 


ico to California with the informa-, 


tion that a law had been passed by 
Congress asking Rome to erect 
a diocese and name a bishop for Cal- 
ifornia. 

Returning from Mexico, the new 
bishop satled from San Blas in No- 
vember, 1841, on the English brig 
Rosalind, Capt. Henry John Crouch. 
The captain agreed to carry the 
bishop and twelve companions with 
their effects to San Diego and furnish 
sufficient supplies, fresh water and 
other requisites of the voyage for the 
sum of $2000 and the payment of all 
tonnage dues. When rumors of the 
coming of the bishop reached Call- 
fornia, all was expectancy. As early 
as September 1, 1841, the alcalde of 
San Diego gave orders that the streets 
should be cleared of all cattle because 
the people might have to turn out 
any day to receive the bishop. The 
Rosalind arrived in San Diego Har- 
bor the night of September 10. Next 
morning the bishop landed, and to 
the salute of cannons, was borne in 
a sedan chair to the house of Juan 
Bandini, the only house large enough 
to receive the bishop and party. In 
a report of his arrival the bishop, 
whe knew the place from previous 
visits, referred to San Diego as an 
“Insignificant town,” ‘“pequenisima 
ciudad.” Its population was less than 
160,

THE ARRIVAL. 


In recommendation of San Diego to 
the central government, the bishop 
wrote soon after: “I desire to erect 
my buildings, or rather establish a 
settlement, on a ranch which lies op- 
posite San Diego (e., Old Town,) as 
well for the supply of water and tim- 
ber as for not belng on the coast, nor 
exposed to invasion from pirates. 
Moreover, it has a good climate. If 
the government should desire to lo- 
cate a military force there, it would 
be of the greatest importance for 
communication with Sonora, in that 
it would restrain the Indians of the 
Colorado, and likewise it would con- 
tribute very much to reduction of 
these poor people for their spiritual 
and temporal happiness. I am sure 
that by this means communication 
with the interior of our republic 
would be facilitated, and that the gov- 
ernment would receive dispatches 
from that 


department more fre- 
quently.”

The news of the bishop's arrival

spread rapidly throughout 

because, although there re no 
newspapers, such big news was 
scarce. How the news was received 
by the * of Santa Barbara is re- 
lated by Dinson, who was there. 
He writes: 

“At length a courier arrived from 
San Diego on December 16, 1841, an- 
nouncing the fact of his having dis- 
embarked at that place. He came as 
passenger on board an English brig 
from San Bilas, accompanied by sev- 
eral priests, two schoolmasters, three 
sechoolmistresses and four seminari- 
ans. The news was received with the 
most enthusiastic expressions of joy 
by the Inhabitants of Santa Barbara; 
guns were fired and skyrockets let off 
in every direction. At the mission 
the belle rang a merry peal, and the 
music of the band was heard at in- 
tervals as its harmonious sounds 
floated through the air.” There was 
an Indian band of thirty feces 
taught by the missionary, her 
Duran. 

The leading citizen of the time was 
Don Jose Antonio Aguirre, a wealthy 
merchant and ship owner and one of

ornia, 


the few Californians of wealth at that 
time that had not acquired his means 
by exploiting the Indians or robbing 
the missions. Don Jose had recently 
married Rosario, the daughter of 
ose A. Estudillo, and intended tak- 
ng his bride to Santa Barbara on the 
honeymoon. When he heard that the 
bishop wished to go to Santa Bar- 
bara, the hospitable don invited him 
and his party to join the happy couple 
and be their guests for the journey 
on Aguirre’s bark Guipuzcoana. 


7 AT SANTA BARBARA. 


The reception at Santa Barbara is 
depicted by Robinson: “The vessel 
was in. sight on the morning of Janu- 
ary 11, 1842, but lay becalmed and 
rolling to the ocean's swell. A boat 
put off from her side and approached 
the landing place. One of the at- 
tendants of his excellency who came 
in it repaired to the mission to com- 
municate with the Father Presidente. 
All was bustle—men, women and 
children hastening to the beach, ban- 
ners flying, drums beating and so!l- 
diers marching. The whole popula- 
tion of the place turned out to pay 


| homage to the first bishop of Califor- 
nia. At 11 o'clock the vessel an- 
chored. He came on shore, and was 
welcomed by the kneeling multitude. 
All received his be ction — all 
kissed the pontifical ring. The troops 
and civic authorities then escorted 
him to the house of Don Jose An- 
tonio, where he dined. A carriage 
had been prepared for his excellency, 
which was accompanied by several 
others, occupied by the presidente 
and his friends. The females had 
formed with ornamental canes beau- 
tiful arches, through which the pro- 
cession passed, and as it marched 
along the heavy artillery of the 
presidio continued to thunder forth 
its noisy welcome. At the time he 
left the bark she was enveloped in 
smoke, and the distant report of her 
guns was heard among the hills in 
our rear. At 4 o'clock the bishop 
was escorted to the mission, and, 
when a short distance from the town, 
the enthusiastic inhabitants took the 
horses from his carriage and dragged 
it themselves. Halting at the bower 


on the road he alighted, went into it 
and put on his pontifical robes; then, 


— 
resuming his place in the he 
continued on, amidst the sound of 
music and the firing of guns, until he 
arrived at the church, where he 40 
dressed the multitude that followed 
him.” 

AFFECTIONATE INDIANS. 


The bishop made up his mind to 
make Santa Barbara his residence. 
He wrote: “Since I arrived at this 
port I have experienced not only the 
most cordial hospitality, but also such 
demonstrations of affection, of re- 
spect and devotion towards my per- 
son that they could not fall to attract 
my attention, and, at the same time, 
excite my warm gratitude. The In- 
dian converts of this mission, headed 
by their alcaldes, beg me not te 
abandon them, and I am thinking of 
continuing in their midst and of of- 
fering myself for their welfare.” 
There ts no evidence that Los An- 
geles was even considered at that time 
as in any way desirable as the center 
of the diocese and the see, or res- 
dence, of the bishop. The village

Under the fee system which 
Was proposed by the Governor to the 
bishop for the support of the clergy, 
no town in California could have kept 
a pastor. Writing in 1845 to Gov. 
Pico, the bishop said: ' 


VERY POOR. 


“The population of Santa Barbara 
in the preceding year would have pro- 
duced an income of only $326.75. Can 
a parish priest maintain himself and 
the divine service at his church with 
such a paltry amount? If then Santa 
Barbara under the fee system cannot 
support a pastor, what about the 
smalier places? Could they support 
him? Evidently not. One after an- 
other the fathers will have to depart

without so much hardship. After 
they have gone away, or perhaps be- 
fore, the bishop will depart in order 
to render an account to His Holiness. 
He will likewise inform the public by 
means of a manifesto which will dem- 
onstrate the impossibility of main- 
taining a diocese here, and that he is 
innocent of its fall and ruin which I 
already foresee.”’ 

California was “a country whose 
few inhabitants were accustomed only 
to receive and not to give alma.” 


VAIN HOPES. 


The missions were thriving m 1836 
when Fr. Garcia Diego went to Mexico 
to plead for a bishop. He hoped that 
that officer might save the missions 
from the destruction which had al- 
y been going on for four years 
under the paisano  plunder-bund. 
Only one power could have saved the 
missions and that savior unfortunate- 
ly did not arrive until fifteen years too 
late; although even then it did what 
it could to undo the illegal acts of 
the paisano chiefs. The savior which 
came too late was the United States 
government which, for the saving of 
the missions, should have taken over 
California in 1831 instead of in 1846. 
The havoc wrought between these 
two periods may be seen from the re- 
ports of Fr. Garcia Diego in 1836 and 
of Fr. Narciso Duran in 1844. The 
former wrote: 

“Tt must also arouse joy to know 
that in the twenty-one missions those 
same natives, formerly savages, are 
already, through the efforts of the 
missionaries, men who advance on 
the road to civilization more rapidly 
than we hoped, and this shows that 
they are susceptible of what it ts de- 
sired to teach them. The workshops, 
which in that territory are to be found 
only among them, demonstrate this.

eye! Who produced it all? Ah! the 
poor Indians, aided and directed by 
the missionaries who, with their an- 
nual allowance and the alms given 
them, procured the master mechanics 
and the necessary tools, implements, 
and materia! for all this; by the mis- 
sionaries who personally labored with 
the neophytes in order to encourage 
them and remove the repugnance 
which they have and always had for 
every kind of work. Such is the as- 
pect which those missions in Alta Call- 
fornia present to the eyes of every 
one. Such is the progress made by 
some of the missions in sixty-six years, 
and others in a much shorter time, 
for there is one now only thirteen 
years old since its founding.” 


THE SPORTING ELEMENT. 


In contrast to the Indians and 

„ who labored faithfully, al- 
though it is interesting to note that 
the Indians were required to labor 
only six hours a day, the colonists 
and soldiers idled away their days 
and wasted their nights in gambling. 
And in contrast to the well-kept 
kitchen, and beautiful flower gardens 
of the missions, the white settlers 
planted no flowers and few vegetables, 
But the contract is seen most clearly 


of the missions in 1844. Like a Las 
Casas, Father Narciso Duran, the 
successor of Junipero Serra, wrote 
from Santa Barbara to Governor Pio 
Pico the following protest which is 
remarkable not only for its eloquent 
defense of Indian rights, but also as 
a keen exposure of the illegality of 
the whole proceedings in the confisca- 
tion of mission property. It places 
the blame and the shame of it at the 
doors of the paisanas and not of the 
officials of Mexico. Let him deny it 
who can. These are the findings, 
startling but true, of sober, judicial 
history. These and many other 
equally interesting facts have been 
brought out in clearer light by the 
Franciscan historian, Zephyrin En- 
gelhardt of Santa Barbara, in his 
fourth volume on the “Missions and 
Missionaries of California,” which is 
just off the press. The report of Pres- 
ident Duran to Gov. Pico on the 
of the missions is this: 
ANIMOSITY. 
“Never would I have believéd that 
the animosity of some of the sons of 
this Upper, California towards the 
missions, to which they perhaps owe 
all they have, would reach the ex- 
treme measure which has been pub- 
lished throughout the territory, and 
which forms the subject of this re- 
monstrance, which I as prelate of the 
missions of the south have the honor 
of placing into the hands of Your 
Excellency since I have been com- 
missioned by Your Excellency with 
the care of the temporalities for the 
‘benefit of the unhappy neophytes, the 
real masters and proprietors, and in 
compliance with what the most rigor- 
ous justice demand. Well, who 
might not have believed that they 
(the native Californians) would have 
been satisfied with what gain they 
have made from the movable and 
immovable property, the and 
lands, the best of which they have 
acquired under the colored title of 
secularization. Who would not have 
believed that after their greed was 
gratified with the properties of the 
missions during nine years of depre- 
dations, they would let the unfortu- 
nate Indians enjoy in peace the 
wretched remnants which are saved 
irom the shipwreck? 

Is it possible, then, Your Excel- 
lency, that greed is not satisfied, but 
wants to rage and rave against these 
wretched fragments? 

“What then shall we call this 
frenzy which denies the humanity of 
permitting that these unfortunates 
enjoy in peace the relics of their for- 
tunes, but rather demands and de- 
crees that they shall be sold and 
taken away? I do not know, nor do 
I find any other term except that of 
plain and notorious injustice.” 


PLUNDERED BY POLITICIANS. 


The missions were in ruin because 
they had been plundered by 
chiefs to support petty political rival- 
ries not unlike those in Mexico today. 
The Carranza of California was Ma- 
riano Vallejo, its Francisco Villa was 
Pio Pico and its Francisco Madero 
was Juan B. Alvarado. 

In view of the reduction of the 
missions to a state of poverty and in 
view of the inability or unwillingness 
of the long coddled colonists to aup- 
port churches and pastors, Bishop 
Diego hoped that the pious fund 
might become available. The pious 
fund was a missionary fund created 
at the beginning of the eighteenth 
century in order to establish mis- 
sions among the Indians of California. 
Bishop Diego could have used it for 
white missions as well in conformity 
with the wishes of the donors and the 
form of gift. The Mexican Congress 
had pledged this fund to the bishop. 
The law of the erection of the dio- 
cese of 1836 provided that “the prop- 
erty belonging to the pious fund of 
the Californias, shall be placed at 
the disposal of the new bishop and his 
successors, to be managed by them 
and employed for its objects or simi- 
lar ones, always respecting the wishes 
of the founders.” Shortly after his 
being made bishop, the Mexican gov- 
ernment handed over the properties 
of the plous fund to Garcia Diego. 
It was in such poor condition he 
realized little rental from it. But in 
1842 President Santa Ana found that 
he needed money much as do Car- 
ranza and Villa today. Accordingly 
he “took over” the fund as national 
property. Later he determined to 
sell the property. In order to save 
his face, the President declared in the 
act of sale that “the public treasury 
will acknowledge an indebtedness of 
6 per cent. per annum on the total 
proceeds of the sale.“ He specially 
pledged the revenue from tobacco for 
the payment of that amount “to carry 
on the objects to which said fund is 
destined.” But this pledge was at 
the time not worth the paper it was 
written on. Later, however, it gave 
the American bishops of California 
an excellent case in the international 
court at The Hague, where the very 
first case was this and where the de- 
cision was in favor of the successors 
of Garcia Diego. 

FINIS 


Baffled by the problems before him, 
without either the resources of the 
pious fund, which had been promised 
him, or of the mission establishments 
which he had labored to bring to per- 
fection and which he hoped as bishop 
to save from ruin, with the love, per- 
haps, but not the support certainly of 
the white element in his diocese, 
‘Bishop Diego died at Santa Barbara 
April 30, 1846, and was buried within 
the sanctuary on the epistie side of 
the altar at the old mission.

THE PENTACOST OF CALAMITY, By Owen

ek. WISTER—of “Virginian” fame— 
Mi also analyzes the deterieration of the 
German people; also with modest ex- 
pressions of pathetic regrets at his painful 
duty; also he finds that they have commit- 
ted the unpardonable crime against civil- 
ization; also he excoriates Prussianism; 
also he does it very well, with graceful, 
forceful language. 

“To me the whole case of Germany,” he 
says, “the whole process, seems a fatalistic 
thing, destined, inevitable; cosmic forces 
above and beyond men's comprehension 
flooding this northern land with their high 
tide, as once they flooded southern coasts; 
giving to this Teuton race its turn, its day, 
its hour of white heat and of bloom, its 
temperamental greatness, its strength and 
excess of vital sap, intellectual, procreat- 
ive—all this grandeur to be huried into 
tragedy by its own action.” 

Mr. Wister's book is very tardy. All that 
he says has been said before many times, 
Seldom so dispassionately, however. 

He undertakes to offer something of an 
apology to the allieé friends who, hurt and 
amazed at America’s neutrality and division 
of opinion, addresses us thus: “Your press 
has been divided. The word we expected 
from you has never come. You sent us 
your charity; but what we wanted was jus- 
tice, ratification of our cause.” 

But his patience wearies of the judicial 
moderation and he launches out emotion- 
ally to say: “Whatever this American na- 
tion is, whatever aspect, noble or ignoble, 
our. democracy shows in the glare of this 
cataclysm, is even already engraved on the 
page of History, will be the portrait of the 
United States in 1914-15 for all time.”

A handkerchief of any description is 
always an acceptable gift, but a hand- 
kerchief embellished with hand em- 
broidery if a thing to be prised. Busy 
needieworkers know this and are, there- 
fore, anxious to prepare the dainty gifts 
for their dainty friends and relatives. 

On the page today I am showing five 
@istinctive designs that are especially 
suitable for the corners of handker- 
chiefs. The scalloped edge suggested 
with each corner is sure to appeal be- 
cause of its delicate lines. 

I suggest that you select a fine hand- 
kerchief linen on which to stamp the 
design, or 1 might say the designs, for 


which they can put on handkerchiefs. . 


than one. If you are economical, you 
will buy a yard of yard-wide handker- 
chief linen and get nine tweive-inch 
squares from it. Just think what a 
saving this will mean, and how many 
gifts one can get from such a piece of 
linen! If the twelve-inch square ‘s too 
large; you can make smalier®andker- 
chiefs by omitting several scallops. 
Needless to say, the scalloped edge is 
to be buttonholed. Before buttonholing 
it, pad the scallops with several strands 
of darning cotton, holding the cotton

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Climate Has no Effect on Age 


NEITHE R hot nor cold climates have 
any effect on a persons age. In 


spite of the difference in race, in food, in 


habits of life, the savage in the South Sea 
Islands has almost exactly as long a life 
as the African pigmy or the giant Fue- 
gians. What is more, in spite of all the 


skill and science of modern civilization, 
the average duration of human life is not 
a whit longer in the United States than it 


is in a tropical jungle or a blizzard-swept 


tundra. 

The Eskimo lives largely on blubber, 
the Hindoo eats sparingly of rice, the 
Andaman Islander consumes raw 
the modern epicure his “hot bird and 
cold bottle,” yet each one of these 
changes that diverse diet into just exactly 


the amount of fuel his body needs to keep 
it going the same average length of time. 
The occupations of men are as diverse 
as their food, yet in this also the average 
‘remains the same. The Norwegians are 
largely a race of sailors and fishermen, the 
Swiss but seldom behold the sea, yet as

| the other with length of life. 
| What is perhaps still more curious is 
that races and nations afflicted with spec- 
_ial diseases do not live leas long in conse- 
quence.

‘ern States, and Oriental natiens are 
afflicted with various skin troubles which 
would in a short space of time weaken

this fails to alter the general average. 
True it is that if people of another racial 
type Visit these several countries they are 
likely to fall victims to the diseases of 
which their hosts are practically immune.

The clock of human life is set at a very 
definite point, and the tables of mortal- 
ity, which are made out for one nation or 
for one period of time, will serve almost 
universally well. There are certain varia- 
tions of course. The infant death rate is 
far higher in savage tribes than among 
civilized peoples, but more adults reach 
advanced years. More feeble children 
grow old enough to give birth to still 
feebler children in civilized than in sav- 
age communities, but the result nat- 
urally follows that the stock dies out. 
The rate at which the wheels go around 
matters a great deal for the individual 
case, but it makes practically no differ- 
ence to the race as a whole
